alogy of Scripture, muet determine, tho ques- 
tion. 


Death nnd the grave, or death and hell, are 


to be understood not only literally, but, in some 
places, figuratively. laaiah, chapter twenty- 
eighth, Kpeak* of a covenant with death and 
hell as being made by a professing people of 
Ciod, who, instead of following judgment nnd 
rtghtemiaticat, nought a refuge in lies and hid 
themselves under falsehoods. " The hail shall 
sweep away the refuge of lie*, and the waters 
*rmll overflow the hiding place." Or, as might 
be expressed by another fi^ure, death »nd hell 
nlinil be cast into a lake of lire. John, iu the 
Hook of Revelation, describes a Htate of death 
and hell, and afterwardx, a great and terrible 
Any of the wratli of the Lamb, coining ao nn 
overflowing scourge upon the sinful 


Tho resurection memta not only the. resurrec- 


tion of the body, but also the resurrection of the 
soul by t'nith. Christ says, " I am the resurrec- 
tion and tho life; ho tlint belioveth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live; »nd 
whosoever liveth and believeth in me, «hall nev- 
er die." 
We puns from death t«> life, or are 


dead to the world and arisen with Christ, by a 
In ing faith in him. When tho spirit of lite 
fro iu God enters into a dead soul, or into an 
apostate church, dead to good works, they then 
figuratively otand upon their fort, and preach 
and (tire, living testimony of the gospel, to the 
great four of evil ctocr». Al«o they grow in 
Christian life, and ascend to higher power and 
conversation with Christ in heaven; their ene- 
mies behold, and wonder, and great multitudes 
give glory to God. 


Without faith we are "dead " But when we 


assume a form of Godliness without the power, 
when we Jive without holy fear and. good fniitn 
—as cloud* without water, foaming out cur own 
shame, and carried about of winds—rfe are 


lirire dead," or in a "gfrtiad rf*aM." This 


phrnse not only expresses an internal condition, 
but also the punishment of the ungodly. Be- 
lievers, who are in a watchful, prsyerful statt' 
of mind, and hear and keep the vomimiudmcnts 
of Christ, cannot bo hurt by the second death. 
For, as they have tho wine of grace in their 
hearts, and the oil of watuhfulneaa in their 
lamps, they are not deceived by anti-Christ; 
they avoid his works and overcome the world. 


"The month of a strnngo woman is a deep 


pit"; so are the hearts of the uogenerato and 
of those who live in false and evil forms ot 
Christianity. Their prayers and works are an 
abomination; and when snch a corrupt church, 
wearing the garb of Christ, is widely diffused 
over tho earth, and exerts on inhuman, satsnic 
power, in domestic, social, and national affairs, 
we may, without any exaggeration, say that the 
bottomless pit is opened (In other words.the seat 
of the Beast,where Satan reigns )-and that there 
arises a smoke out of tbe pit, as the smoke of a 
great furnace; and that the light of the Sun of 
Righteousness, and the wholesome atmosphere 
of the divine spirit, are darkened by reason ol 
the smoke. 


While Egypt was covered by thick darkness, 


the oht!dren«of Israel liad light in their dwell- 
ings. The*piritual Egypt, or the followers of 
Satan, may be bound with chains of darkness, 
for many dark ages ; while the children of the 
resurrection, who are dead to sin, by the word 
of God and the testimony which they hold, may 
live with Christ, and sit on thrones of trne 
knowledge, judgment and rightcousiicsa. At 
the end of an appointed period, great literary 
and philosophic light may break forth, and rich- 
es bo accumulated by commerce, manufactures 
and the arts; but this may be only another—a 
wider and a more powerful form of anti-christ. 
lie may then have been loosed out of his pris- 
on of darkness for a season, to deceive the na- 
tions by supposed Christian wars and patriarch- 
al slavery; and by mercantile frauds, and na- 
tional and social oppressions. Fire will, no 
doubt, dcieend from heaven,and consume him. 


Iiaiah (chap, xiii.) describes a> day of the 


Lord as at hand to destroy ancient Babylon:— 
" For the star* and the constellations thereof 
shall not give them light; the sun shall be dark- 
ened in hi* going forth, nnd the niton shall not 
cause her light to shine." From the 19th verse 
to the end of the chapter, he represents the ut- 
ter desolation of Babylon, and that she ahall be 
as when God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah; 
that she shall never be inhabited, but wild 
beasts of the desert shall lie there; and her 
days shall not be prolonged. 


Would not a person, jndgrng hastily and su- 


perficially, conclude from thesa words of the 
prophet, that the destruction of Babylon was to 
be consummated in a few yews, and that her 
desolation would MiMnt/y become complete on 
her capture by Cyr«s ? Bat in a Bible with 
marginal chronology, I lee that the prophecy 
by Isaiah wa* delivered about seven hundred 
awf twelve year* before Christ, and that the 
conquest of Babylon by Cjrra* teak place about 


"f five hundred and thlrty-ri* yean before Christ, 


being an interval of one hundred and seventy 
•is year*. Neither (As* waa the deutrnctioet of 
Babylon 'complete. For, a* Bishop Newton in- 
form* H* in ttit work On (he Propitodeg, altlW* 
Babylon waa held in a very abject and depressed 
condition during the Persian empire, tbe city 
wa* not wfiollr desolate'eVen in the tiaae of Al- 
exander the Great, who pmrpoMd to male (take 
•eat of hi* empire. He states, also, that *o late 
aa about one Honored'aa*' tklrty year* before 
Chritt, a king of Parthia " burnt the fonn and 
some of the temple* of BW/W»ya*td*niol. 
i*Be4ahe best part* of the citr." TbuHgn 
Ally and eneeeaaireljr, after the. l*fm,«f<nMl 
age*, m Babylon Bnally exhibit, and new con- 


tinues to exhibit, the full desolation uttered by 
the Prophet. 


This should teach us humility aud patience, 


in measuring the durations of revolutions, even 
when we are certain of the period of their com- 
rneneement.' Near H event* cast their shadow* 
before." But often tiinesV hktory is the only 
sure interpreter of prophecy. Spiritural and 
literal fulfillments are combined. For spiritual 
conditions induce physical, social and n.ition.tl 
changes. Prophecy, so far from being intend- 
ed to remove or letmen the necessity of watchful- 
ness and inward preparation, ii designed to in- 
crease them. The fulfillments, both in regard 
to times and manner come as a snare upon alt, 
who do not wafch nnd pray, aud habitually live 
in obedience to the commandments of Christ 


In the New Testament, in tho instructions 


by uur Savior and in tbo writings of tho Apos- 
tles, we read of spiritual conditions and actions, 
described by figures, parable* and tjpe-s. The 
wicked nre dead ; the righteous are also dead; 
hut the. wicked are dead to Mints*, ami the 
righteous ttro duail to sin. By faith the dend 
arise, nnd by tho loss of faith the living die ; 
and their dead bodies, (tkr forms nf goillintts 
without the potetr,) pollute the streets of a spir- 
itual Sodom or Egypt. 
The righteous walk 


with Christ, and make their robes white in his 
blood; they follow him, withersoever ho gneth. 
Chrixt's aim, is their aim; Christ's spirit, their 
spirit; nnd all their actions itrc subordinated tv 
the great work of building up the cause and 
Kingdom of th«»ir Muster, on ewth as in Heu*- 
en. Let us, then, truly apply the types, para- 
bles and ft^nron of the Holy Ghost, to denote 
inwiird an well n» outward conditions, accord- 
ing to the tench ings of Christ and His Apostles; 
and straightway th« Book of Revel.ttion* will 
become open and inwenled. 


But what will be thu consequence of the un- 


Certainly, we shall then 
discover, that the npostacy of Christendom is
